Summary of events of the early morning of September 13, 1997:  

Severe thunderstorm winds lasted for over 15 minutes in the Fairview area.  Wind gusts reached as high as 88 mph at the Oklahoma
Mesonet site one mile west of town.  In western portions of Fairview, the severe winds downed numerous limbs, trees, and at least 3
utility poles.

After 9.5 inches of rain fell in less than 24 hours, with most of the rain falling in a 4 hour period from 21:30 CST on the 22nd to
01:30 CST on the 23rd, streets of Tipton looked more like rivers than roads.  Water up to five feet deep flowed down Main Street in
downtown.  At least 19 residences, 4 businesses, a post office, and a church were flooded.  Highway 5 near town was also
impassable.

After 7 to 9 inches of rain fell in western Custer County, a normally dry tributary of the Washita River flooded to 12 to 15 feet,
washing out the road and tinhorn at a low water crossing.  In two separate incidents, a tractor trailer and a car drove into the flood
waters.  In the first case a car containing four people was washed a few feet downstream, but all occupants escaped without
assistance or injury.  In the second instance a truck drove into the washed-out road and was overturned by the flooded stream.  The
driver broke the window and escaped, and was carried 150 yards downstream before grabbing a tree.   About two hours later
emergency personnel were able to rescue the man from the water.   The man suffered from hypothermia and extreme exhaustion and
was taken to a hospital for treatment.

Summary of events of late evening of September 22, 1997 through early morning of September 23, 1997:

Slow-moving thunderstorms moved repeatedly over portions of northern and western Oklahoma, causing extensive flash flooding in
some areas.  Tillman, Custer, and Alfalfa Counties were particularly hard-hit, with rainfall amounts around 9 inches at some
locations, severe flooding in Tipton (Tillman County), Cherokee (Alfalfa County), and western Custer County.
